The council 
also conducted a public hearing in 
January devoted to the library 
building issue. 

At. the hearing, Crawford 
AuSable School District Business 
Manager Mike Dunckel outlined 
the high school’s basic proposal for 
use of the tibrary building. (The 
school system had contacted the 
city previously with its request for

Councilman announces run 
for new 106th District seat 


Grayling City Councilman Jerry 
Hayes has officially announced he 
plans to run for the newly formed 
106th District seat in the Michigan 
House of Representatives. 

Having been involved in politics 
since 1973, Hayes said he has the 
experience and knowledge for the 
job. Presently, he serves as Mayor 
Pro-Tem of Grayling and has been 
on the City Council for over two 
years. | 

Five issues are on Hayes’ agenda: 
education, health, environment, 
DNR (Department of Natural 
Resources) concerns, and taxes, 

Hayes said there is still disparity 
in how schools are funded. He said 

. some schools in the state are getting 
thousands of dollars more per stu- 
dent than some of the schools in the 
106th District. “His intention is to 
equalize that as quickly as possible. 
“The students in our district are just 
as important as the students any- 
where,” said Hayes. 

On the issue of health, Hayes said 


many of the people in District 106. 


are retired with fixed incomes and 
their health insurance -- if they have 
any -- may not be adequate to cover 
their medical bills, “Other legisla- 
tors have concerns of this problem, 
as do I,” Hayes remarked and said 
he believes that while serving in the 
House he can assist with addressing 
these issues for northern Michigan 
résidents, a8 well as for their health 
care providers:

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Firewise Task Force offers grants

After a one-year delay in fund- 
ing and with a focus on wildland 
fire prevention, the Firewise Task 
Force is now offering grants to 
homeowners in Crawford County. 

As a “Firewise Community,” the 
county has become part of a 
national program to prevent the 
Joss of homes and buildings to 
wildfire, 

In September 2001, four local 
men attended a National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA) 
work- 
shop in Minnesota to learn more 
about the program and how to 
develop the Firewise plan for 
Crawford County and northern 
lower Michigan. 

To cover all aspects of rebuild- 
ing after a fire, Grayling Fire 
Chief Duane Brooks, Crawford 
County Building and Zoning 
Director Joe Duran, Grayling 
Township Ordinance Enforcement 


Officer Joe Ferrigan and DNR © 


official Larry Allwardt make up 
the local Firewise Task Force, also 
dubbed “The Grayling Project.” 
The group plans to visit Lovells, 
Grayling and South Branch 
Townships in March; dates and 
times to be announced. At those 
meetings the Firewise Task Force 
will explain how to break the cycle 
of repeat fires that lead to rebuild- 


ing larger structures onthe same

site when there is no fire preven- 
tion planning. 

The group holds the belief that 
home and property owners must 
learn to take the responsibility for 
keeping their buildings out of the 
line of fire by effective landscap- 
ing and cleanup, and by creating a 
30-60-foot buffer zone. 

Through the program, home- 
owners can receive up to $500 in 
Firewise Communities grant 
money: to implement a plan for 
their property. The money can. be 
used to pay contractors to do such 
chores as thinning trees and brush, 
enclosing the bottoms of porches 
and decks, and to create the buffer 
zone mentioned. 

Because most fires that destroy 
homes travel across the ground 
and are fueled by leaves and 
ground debris, the Task Force will 
emphasize education in fall 
Cleanup and removing possible 
“ladder fuels” -- those things 
which allow fires to climb into the 
trees and approach homes and out 
buildings. The Task Force will 
also look at tree trimming to keep 
their crowns from touching. 


Forest fires spread at a slower pace 


when the crowns are not touching. 

The Firewise Communities pro- 
gram comes at no cost to the coun- 
ty of townships. It is fully funded 
with grant monies from the United

Each applicant will be visited by 
Task Force members who will 
evaluate conditions at the property 
and make recommendations of 
what needs to be done to reduce 
fire risks to homes and/or build- 
ings. 

Grant applications are now

233 or by vis- 
iting him at Building & Zoning, 
located in the county building 
annex at 200 W. Michigan Avenue 
in Grayling. 

Applications will be considered 
beginning April | through May !, 
with work completion targeted for 


September |. Please note, priority — 


will be given to those residents 
who live in higher hazard areas of 
continuous pine cover, however 
all residents are eligible. 

Chief Brooks said of the 50 
grants that are available, two will 
be used for local Habitat for 
Humanity homes. He said the 
Task Force will target the AuSable 
Woods area on the East Branch of 


- the AuSable River and then move 


out from there. 

According to. the Task Force, the 
Firewise program is be the most 
cost effective way to provide fire 
prevention for Crawford County. 
“We can’t prevent all fires, but we 
can make houses survivable in the 
event of one,” said Ferrigan. —

The project involves paving 
mile-long Whirlpool Road which 
runs south off of North Down River 
Road, northeast of Grayling. 
During the winter, the crowned dirt 
road can become icy and treacher- 
ous; during the summer months, the 
road becomes rutted with the 
“washboard effect;” and in the fall 
and spring, the north end of the 
road fills with water. |

calls, received on the subject, He 
said the response to the project 
from property owners in the 
Whirlpool Road area has been

Michigan Watching 
Rare Disease 


JAPANESE SHAVING BRUSH- 
ES WERE IMPROPERLY 
STERILIZED 


Anthrax, a rare but dangerous 
disease, has entered Michigan 
with cheap shaving brushes rec- 
ently imported from Japan, ac- 
cording to a warning just issued 
by the State Department of 
Health, 

Users and dealers are being 
asked to communicate at once 
with their local health officer if 
they are offered for sale a shav- 
ing brush, 4% inches over all 
with a handle % of an inch in 
diameter, painted in two colors 
and bearing on the top the words 
“Japan 332” and, on the side, 
‘Imperial- Sterilized, ig 

A quantity of the brushes were 
imported from Japan in 1937 and 
distributed from New York to 
various parts of the country. A 
recent death in North Dakota was 


traced to the shipment. 


Proper sterilization of all 
animal hair shipments entering 
the country, as required by the 
Federal government, kills the 
anthrax bacillus, But it is evi- 
dent that the brushes escaped 
this treatment despite the assur- 
ance to the contrary imprinted on 
the handles. Partial or insuffel- 
ent sterilization will merely cause 
the bacillus to develop a seed or 
spore, highly resistant to disin- 
fectants and germicides, which 
may continue to exist as a po- 
tential danger for years while 
awaiting conditions favorable to 
growth,
